Mr. Stratton says that there is ab-
solutely no question about the success
of the elevator if it is started here
and that he believes Anderscn people
are gZoing to take to the idea.
peints out that it ig possible for grain
to be handled in the old manner, by
using a “scoon™ and employing a
inrge number ol laborers but says

been discarded by ' more progressive
communities because It is slow andl|§§
neceksarily very expensive and the’
the same \sork Is done in a shorter
time and at a less cost when machin-
ery Is employed. Again machinery is
always to be depended upon, while
negroes are not. :

Talcing of the work done by the
elevator, Mr. Stratton points out that
the grading of graip Is very import-
ant. Just as there are several dif-
ferent grades of cotton, so are there
several qualities of. grain, and all
these must be sorted and.classified.

Mr. Stratton has,plans with him for
an elevator sueh as Anderson will
need. It has & capacity -of 25,000
bushels but this capacitv can be large-
ly increased by ‘using the two “legs”
of the elevator.  The “legs” refer to
that part, of the apparatus used from
holsting the grain .from the receiving
point up to the flocr and into the dif-
ferent channels,. troughs, ete, through
which it should go.on,into the cars
on the rallroad,. These *“legs" will
handle 2,000 bushels, ¢f grain per hour
and will load' a car.on the railroad
tracks in less thanjone hour. '

It is pronosed to construct a build-
ing here of wood with an iron cover-
ing and to it it upas completely as
possible. . The cost.of the proposed
undertaking is about $10,000.
